Awards for best floats will be handed out on the steps of 
the town house following the parade. 

The Marion Horse Show, now in its 70 th year, 
kicks off at 8:30 am and goes on until around 4:30 pm at 
Washburn Park off Front Street. 

Come out for the Mattapoisett Road Race, 
whether you run, walk, or just come to cheer on your 
friends and neighbors, beginning at 9:00 am at Shipyard 
Park. The race winds through the historic village of 
Mattapoisett, looping around Ned's Point Lighthouse and 
making its way back to the Town Wharf. The proceeds 
benefit college-bound ORRHS runners. More information 
can be found at www.mattapoisettroadrace.com.

In the photograph, she is flanked by family 
members who are all wearing West Point uniforms. She 
is, as would be expected, beaming with maternal pride 
and love. Yet her humility comes through, she's a little 
uncomfortable being interviewed, saying quietly and with 
a smile, "Well, what do you want to know?" The Catheys' 
story begins to unfold. 

Carol Cattley of Mattapoisett says that her 
husband Robert had worked long and hard to achieve an 
appointment to West Point. "One avenue of entrance is to 
be accepted to their prep school," she explained. Slowly 
and steadily from prep school, to West Point, to Stanford 
University, Robert, with Carol by his side, earned an 
engineering degree. 

Their dogged determination that began when 
they married in 1955 would find the young couple 
living in a 33-foot by 8-foot travel trailer, criss-crossing 
the country as Robert pursued his education and later a 
career.

out. She said of her son's family, "How special is that to 
have three children graduate from West Point!" 

Reflecting on the early years when her son Bill 
was at West Point, Carol said she and Robert would visit 
him at school.

"Bill would come out to the camper with his friends, 
and all they wanted to do was eat and sleep.

Carol said she's proud of her entire family 
that also includes son David, an electrical engineer, 
daughter Debbie who lives in Africa and is married to 
an international businessman, and eight grandchildren, 
she adds, "All college graduates and very accomplished 
people."

When the family gathers at her Water Street home 
for holiday celebrations, Carol says they love to take turns 
telling stories and sharing experiences.

Message of Peace (Quietly) Planted in Rochester

A sapling from a 250-year-old Ginkgo biloba tree 
that stood 1,500 yards from ground zero of the A-bomb 
blast in Hiroshima during WWII has been planted 
in Rochester after a couple years of preparation and 
planning. 

The young tree, a gift from former Town 
Administrator Michael McCue, was slated as a big deal 
for the Town before McCue's departure in 2016 to become 
the town administrator of the Town of Hanson. But 
Highway Surveyor Jeffrey Eldridge planted the tree last 
week with Town Hall offering no mention of the event 
or the tree's whereabouts. The young tree - the offspring 
of its mother tree that survived such a historical act of 
destruction and devastation - was planted at the Dexter 
Lane Ball Field, behind the playground, close to the 
woods without any fanfare or acknowledgment. 

"I was happy that I could honor my outgoing 
pledge to the Town of Rochester by providing this tree 
as soon as it was ready to plant," said McCue in an email 
on Friday, June 23. "I hope the tree will be a point of 
attraction for the Town and that it is seen as a symbol of 
peace as well as friendship with the country of Japan. I 
know that my friends in Hiroshima are proud to know it 
has taken root in Rochester." 

Some Hiroshima ginkgo saplings have been 
planted by prominent people in prominent locations, 
including United Nations Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon 
who planted one at the UN European Headquarters in 
Geneva in 2016, among others. 

Selectman Naida Parker said on Tuesday that the 
selectmen had not participated in the process of bringing 
the tree to Rochester and were not involved in the 
succession of events that led to the tree's planting or the 
selection of the site for planting. She was unaware that the 
tree had even been planted last week, she said. 

The selectmen have not planned any events 
acknowledging the tree, although Parker mentioned that 
Matthew Monteiro from the Historic District Commission

has taken on the position of overseeing Arbor Day 
activities and he may be involved in some way with the 
Hiroshima ginkgo tree in Rochester. 

Monteiro could not be reached in time for 
information before press time. 

McCue had told The Wanderer in the past that 
he initially acquired a small number of the Hiroshima 
ginkgo saplings from The United Nations "Green Legacy 
Hiroshima Initiative." 

Green Legacy Hiroshima collects, safeguards, 
propagates, and then disperses internationally the seeds 
from mother trees that survived the A-bomb attack on 
Hiroshima. 

The saplings are highly regarded and cherished 
by their recipients globally. 

These trees and their saplings should remind us 
all of the resiliency of humanity and the indestructible 
bond humankind shares with one another. The trees are 
also an intrinsic cautionary reminder of the past, and a 
perpetual symbol of hope. 

McCue also planted a ginkgo in Avon where he 
was the town administrator before coming to Rochester. 

In May of 2014, the Town of Avon planted the tree and 
held a ceremony attended by a representative of the 
Japanese consulate. McCue once noted that Rochester's 
newly planted Hiroshima ginkgo would be one of only 
a small handful of such trees in the eastern half of the 
United States. 

August 6 will mark the 72 nd anniversary since 
the United Stated dropped an A-bomb on the city of 
Hiroshima, followed by one on August 9 in Nagasaki. 
More than 150,000 people died in Hiroshima and 75,000 
in Nagasaki, and the cities were reduced to ruins. Yet 
somehow, 150 trees survived the devastation.

The cabin was fully submerged with the driver 
stuck inside. 

The Rochester Police, Fire, and EMS were called 
at 6:46 am to respond to a motor vehicle accident with a 
truck reportedly overturned and in the water. 

Neighbors reported that the driver, who 
was travelling eastbound on Mary's Pond Road, was 
approaching an oncoming truck where the road narrows 
just before the crash. 

Damage at the scene showed that the passenger 
side front tire of the truck had contacted the curb at 
which time it blew out. The dragging tire, along with 
the momentum of the truck with a full load of gravel, 
dragged the truck forward and to the right. The truck 
then impacted the guardrail at the bridge and rolled into 
the river. 

According to a press release late night on 
Thursday, a passing motorist witnessed the crash and 
jumped into the water to help the driver by keeping the 
driver's head above water until emergency responders 
arrived. 

Police Officer Nathan Valente was the first to 
arrive at the scene. Valente also jumped into the water to 
assist until Rochester Fire and EMS extricated the driver 
of the truck. 

The driver, identified as 73-year-old Francis J. 
Cabral of Dartmouth, was transported to a Rhode Island 
hospital via helicopter and the extent of his injuries was

unknown at the time. 

There was a significant amount of diesel fuel and 
oil leaking from the damaged truck, and absorbent mat 
pads and oil boons were used to contain the spillage as 
much as possible, as cranberry bogs downstream rely on 
the Sippican River as a source of water. Local private wells 
were also at risk of contamination. 

The scent of fuel hung heavy at the scene, and 
workers applied absorbent compound to the road surface 
of the bridge during cleanup of the roadway. 

The Marion harbormaster was on the scene 
shortly after 8:00 am to survey the fuel containment. 

Around 8:30 am other agencies arrived on the 
scene, including utility crews who were needed to remove

prompted Morse to interrupt the country fair update and 
get up to speed on the dog training. 

Morse said he had been unaware that dog 
training was being held at the site, which led to a 
discussion over communication between the selectmen 
and the country fair committee over fairground use by 
outside entities. 

According to Morgado, neighbor complaints 
started a couple of months ago, but she defended the dog 
training club's usage of the grounds. 

"It's very, very beneficial for the fair to have the 
dog training on the site. We had a lot of vandalism before. 
That has since gone away." 

The money the committee generates from renting 
the field for the dog training also helps to significantly 
offset the country fair costs, Morgado said. 

"From a fair perspective," said Souza, "we would 
like to have that continue on site." 

The trainers and club members, said Souza, 
are a positive group of people and have respected the 
fairgrounds and the committee with every request it has 
made thus far. 

"Man, you will never find a pile of dog poop 
there," Souza said. The trainers also mow the grass and 
are considerate of the property, Souza added. "There 
are so many positive things. ... We like to keep everyone 
happy, but as you guys know, it's almost impossible to do 
that." 

Preston Costa from the South Coast Working 
Dog Club said the group often gets blamed for noises 
in the neighborhood that are not necessarily from the 
fairgrounds while they are using it. Costa said there is one 
neighbor in particular who has been the source of the bulk 
of the complaints. 

"She will keep complaining until we're gone," 
said Costa. "It doesn't matter what we do, what we 
change ... she wants us gone." Costa said the neighbor 
threatened to continue to complain despite mitigation 
efforts. 

Morse took issue with the fact that the selectmen 
had not been aware of the fairgrounds being rented out 
for this use, calling it a lapse in communication.

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Morgado and Souza said that when the trainers 
first approached them, the country fair committee spoke 
to the former town administrator and apparently the 
information never made it to the Board of Selectmen. 

The board requested that the country fair 
committee approach the selectmen with all future requests 
to use the fairgrounds to give a final say on future use. 

And as for the country fair? 

"Going strong," Morgado commented. 

In other matters, the selectmen voted to sign the 
conservation restriction agreement for property on Wolf 
Island Road purchased by the Town of Marion for water 
resource protection. The land will be protected from 
development in perpetuity, and the land will be open to 
public use for passive recreation, including hunting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is July 10 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall.

that this current request would not involve sensitive 
wetland areas. Lepore received approval with a Negative 
Determination. 

Also receiving a Negative Determination for a 
RDA was the Estate of Helen and Mary Dahill, 31 Shore 
Drive, represented by Carmelo Nicolosi of Charon & 
Associates Engineering. 

Nicolosi explained that the filing was for the 
installation of a new septic system. He said that all the 
work would be outside the wetland buffer zone. The 
application received a Negative 3 Determination. 

Nicolosi also represented 6 Shore Drive, LLC, 

0 Shore Drive, whose application was for removal of 
vegetation on undeveloped lots for recreational purposes 
and the installation of a patio. He said a Department 
of Environmental Protection number had not yet been 
received, thus the hearing would have to be continued. 
Rogers asked that when Nicolosi returns to the 
commissioners that construction details include a profile 
of the materials and methods to ensure compliance with 
FEMA regulations. The Notice of Intent hearing was 
continued until July 10. 

Two certificates of compliance were issued: one to 
the estate of Jule Austin, 2 Bay Shore Drive, and the other 
to 8 Dyar Road for the installation of a septic system. 

The commissioners signed a grant application 
in support of the acquisition of the Old Hammondtown 
Quarry site off Mattapoisett Neck Road, land being

Neighbors Plead to Stop Solar Farm 

Rochester Planning Board

As another Rochester neighborhood prepares 
to welcome a new solar farm into town, the Rochester 
Planning Board on June 27 spent the evening reassuring 
residents that board members are diligent, experienced, 
and ready to take on the latest solar farm proposal slated 
for Rounseville Road at Mendell Road, just as the board 
has for the preceding solar energy developments. 

This next solar farm proposed by Borrego Solar 
Systems is planned for property located along a scenic 
byway and within the groundwater protection district, 
and neighbors are not going to let it go down without a 
fight. 

Steve Long of Borrego Solar Systems engaged in 
multiple debates with residents over the typical issues 
raised by residents facing new solar neighbors for the 
first time - screening, decommissioning, lamentation over 
the loss of a scenic view, fence color, EMF output that 
could affect pacemakers. Furthermore, the plan calls for 
clearing seven acres of woods - 836 trees of at least a 12-

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inch caliper to be exact, and neighbors are upset over the 
imminent change of the character of their neighborhood, 
with some of them residing in their homes for 60 years. 

The 3.7-megawatt, 9,000-panel solar energy 
generating facility, or " farce of a government boondoggle" 
as board member Ben Bailey likes to refer to it, would be 
fenced in on a 13-acre lot surrounded by a white vinyl 
fence atop a berm, according to the current plan. 

Sightlines from each surrounding property, 
as well as along the roadway, were undertaken, and 
to mitigate outside screening, the developer proposed 
grading the highest point in the field, leveling it down 
by five feet. Stormwater management analysis concluded 
that pre- and post-development watershed would be the 
same. 

Borrego's site plan appeared tight, and the board 
had few questions until the residents had their turn to ask 
questions. Most questions resulted in the same answer: 
solar farms have a favored status in Massachusetts and 
solar energy facility development cannot be outright 
stopped. 

One resident feared the EMF output from the 
solar arrays would interfere with her 80-year-old father's 
pacemaker, on which he completely depends. Long tried 
to reassure her of data he has that would rest her fears, 
but it took interference from the board to put the issue to 
rest and convince her that pacemakers cannot be affected. 

"We've done this before already," board member 
John DeMaggio interjected. He promised the residents 
that this wasn't the board's first time at the rodeo when it 
came to solar, and the board would do its due diligence 
on behalf of the Town. 

Laurene Gerrior, chairman of the Rochester 
Historical Commission, spoke on behalf of the 
commission saying the commission voted unanimously 
to oppose the project, citing the loss of precious farmland 
integral to the character of the town and a vital part of 
the town's settlement hundreds of years ago. She said 
this particular field especially is cited in the Town's Open 
Space and Recreation Plan and Master Plan as residents' 
expressed it and other fields like it to be the essence of the 
Town of Rochester.

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Gerrior suggested the developer move the 
proposed solar arrays further back from the road and 
deeper into the total 67 acres available to Borrego in order 
to save the landscape for the town. 

"We feel that the request is well within the Town's 
jurisdiction," suggested Gerrior. 

One female resident of over 60 years told the 
board, "I just feel so bad about it. It's just a shame. . .. It's 
our rural neighborhood. It's just so sad." 

Just because the plan has been put before the 
board doesn't mean that is how it is going to end up, 
Johnson told the concerned residents. 

After further talk about changing the color of 
the fence, which took the meeting past 10:00 pm, board 
member Gary Florindo suggested, "Let's just rest a little. 
This is the first time this plan has been in front of us." He 
said, of course, the color of the fence could be changed to 
the neighborhood's liking, but he added that the residents 
should go home, think it over, talk about it and return 
again to the next meeting. 

The hearing was continued until July 11. 

Also during the meeting. Attorney George 
Boerger, representing Holly and James Vogel of 
Wellspring Farms on Hiller Road, faced the board after 
weeks of mounting contention over alleged 'jumping- 
of-the-gun' construction and a string of requests for 
continuances. 

Boerger apologized for the premature 
construction of a proposed gravel parking area at the site, 
promising that no further construction would take place 
until Site Plan Review approval is granted. 

The board made it clear that an 8-foot solid fence 
is required, as per the Zoning Board of Appeals, and 
several aspects of the plan were still missing, including 
setbacks established between the abutting property line 
and the closest parking space, a 20-foot paved apron 
at the egress of a non-contiguous lot off Walnut Plain 
Road, a cross-section of a proposed access road, and the 
inclusion of screening details, including plans for required 
fencing. 

Boerger reviewed a traffic study required for the 
Site Plan Review, showing that earlier claims of vehicular 
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traffic made by the Vogels were validated. The study, 
according to Boerger, showed that, given any hour, no 
more than seven vehicles entered the property with an 
average of 28 to 43 vehicles in a single week day The 
study shows 430 vehicles on average travel down Hiller 
Road, with only 10 percent of them entering the property 

Johnson was adamant that aspects of the plan 
must match the plan submitted. 

"These plans [have] got to get up to speed here 
with what's actually out there," Johnson said to Boerger. 
"You're giving us a plan on something that's already out 
there. Your plan better start matching what's out there." 
Johnson added, "Otherwise, at your expense, we're going 
to do borings, OK?" 

Johnson also accused the engineering firm, 

Webby Engineering Associates, of causing the delay in 
the process. Boerger assured the board that from now on 
there would be consistency and progress from the side of 
the Vogels. 

Some abutters spoke out alleging what they have 
witnessed from their properties, and Mr. Vogel rebutted, 
calling it false information and asked the chairman to end 
the Vogels' hearing for the night. Discussion continued 
for a bit before the public hearing was continued until 
July 25. Johnson and the board emphasized again the 
importance of submitting an accurate set of plans, with 
DeMaggio adding, "Enough is enough!" 

In other matters. Bill Madden of G.A.F. 
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Engineering, representing Craig Canning of Progressive 
Grower's, Inc., appeared for a brief pre-submission 
meeting for an overview of the project before filing a 
Site Plan Review application. The project located off 
Cranberry Highway involves the construction of five 
additional 7,500 square-foot buildings to be utilized as a 
fertilizer and pesticide distribution center, an expansion of 
the existing agricultural supply store. Madden anticipates 
requesting a number of waivers pertaining to stormwater 
management and setbacks relative to proposed 
bioretention cells. The next step for the project is for an 
official Site Plan Review filing and a hearing scheduled. 

Wrapping up other business, the board voted 
to go ahead and utilize funds from the Meadowatt 
landscaping bond and go out for bid to hire someone to 
complete the work that the solar farm developer has not 
completed as per the plan at the solar farm site on Marion 
Road. During the last meeting, the board decided to issue 
Meadowatt a letter demanding it complete the required 
work, including the application of mulch, or else the 
Town would take immediate action upon five business 
days, which it now shall. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for July 11 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall. 

Marion Explores 'Micro Grids' for Energy 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee 
on June 26 hosted special guest Susan Butler, a Marion 
summer resident and Cambridge energy activist, to share 
her experience and ideas with the committee, specifically 
as they related to what she described as the "shovel-ready 
photo voltaic project on the capped landfill." 

Butler serves on the Board of the Greater 
Boston Chapter of the Sierra Club and has buildings in 
Cambridge outfitted with photo-voltaics and geothermal 
energy sources. She works with numerous organizations 
in and around Boston promoting renewable energy 

The committee listened with interest as she 
described Smart Grid technology as a possible solution to 
Marion's stalled landfill energy project. Butler suggested 
building micro grids for smaller areas served by 
renewable energy on a local basis. 

Committee member Jennifer Francis described 
a small array of 2.5 acres that "could provide power to 
a radius of homes." Butler suggested that the sewage 
treatment plant located right next to the landfill could 
be a perfect micro grid project, saying, "Think of it as a 
pilot project so it's not threatening [to Eversource] ... and 
would demonstrate utility resilience in the community" 

Currently, the committee is told the energy 
generated on the landfill would need to be sent through 
the power lines to a transformer in Mattapoisett and 
then returned to Marion. Butler observed, "The amount 
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of energy lost in transmission is huge!" She added that 
she has had great luck with Eversource in Cambridge, 
and was certain that the Sierra Club would go to bat for 
Marion with the legislature if necessary 

Committee member Bill Saltonstall underscored 
the amount of energy required for the sewage treatment 
plant, saying, "[It] is a big user, twenty-four hours a day 
right next to the site." 

Butler pointed out that due to Massachusetts law, 
crossing the public way from the landfill to the sewage 
treatment plant will add to the cost of the project. 

Saltonstall has been working on the Mass Energy 
Insight program for Marion and the committee believes 
it needs to complete that work before they can move 
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forward on this project. 

Becoming a Green Community, which is a 
priority for this committee, provides the opportunity to 
apply for a significant amount of grant money Saltonstall 
is going to follow up with the program in Dartmouth, 
which has received the Green Community designation, 
to seek assistance with the accounting end of the Insight 
program to expedite the application process. 

Saltonstall reported to the committee that the 
town has received $58,000 in savings from the Future 
Generation Wind project since last August, saying, "It 
is producing at the rate of close to $100,000 of savings 
annually." 

Francis remarked that "June ought to be 
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gangbusters, it's been so windy!" 

Saltonstall suggested that the Town may use some 
of these funds for the purchase of the LED street lighting, 
which requires a fair amount of capital up front. 

Saltonstall expanded on the LED lighting 
program, reporting to the committee that he had recently 
received the inventory of all the streetlights in Town 
owned by Eversource. The Town will need to purchase 
the lights prior to replacing them with LED lighting, and 
the inventory was essential to determine the cost of the 
purchase. 

The committee is hopeful the cost of the lights 
will be relatively low, since most of them are quite old and 
therefore have depreciated in value significantly. 

Patrick Roche of the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council is responsible for the LED replacement project 
with the state. Roche will place Marion in a group of other 
towns awaiting light replacement and connect it with an 
engineering company to help determine type and wattage 
of lights, among other issues. 

Committee Chairman David Pierce asked if 
the project will be ready for fall Town Meeting, which 
Saltonstall affirmed, but added that he will not ask 
Eversource for a final price until the project is ready to 
move forward so that there is no loss of depreciation 
value. 

Francis reminded the committee that one 
Massachusetts town successfully negotiated a purchase 
price of $1 per light due to the age of the lights. Saltonstall 
added that each light will be approximately $350 to 
replace, but with an energy savings of approximately $55 
annually, the lights will pay for themselves within a few 
years. 

In other matters, the committee received the 
welcome news from Francis that the Town had hired a 
new part-time town planner. 

Francis reported that the Town had signed a 
contract that day with Gil Hilario for the 16-hour a week 
town planner position. Francis expressed her enthusiasm 
for the candidate, saying, "He's a real go-getter. He's 
young with some experience and a Master's degree in 
Town Planning." 
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Francis believes he will be helpful with the 
committee's green initiatives. The committee responded 
with great interest in this news, eager to have Hilario 
come to their next meeting, which also happens to be his 
start date. Francis promised to invite him. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for July 24 at 7:00 
pm in the Marion Music Hall. 

ORR Visits the Big Apple 

ORR Update

Despite the frenzy that occurs at the end of every 
school year, around 50 ORRHS students embarked on a 
day trip to experience the sights and sounds of New York 
City. 

Led by the head of the school's AFS chapter. 
Nurse Kim Corazzini, and three other chaperones, the 
group explored Lower Manhattan and a pair of famous 
islands in the New York Harbor. 

The New York trip started very early for the 
travelers, as the chartered tour bus left at 5:30 am to make 
sure the group could spend as much time as possible in 
the city. One rest stop and four-and-a-half hours later, the 
bus doors opened and out spilled 50 students into the 
surprisingly sunny streets of New York City. 

The first stop of the day was the National 
Museum of the American Indian, a part of the 
Smithsonian Institution. Students were able to wander 
through the various exhibits offered, including one 
showcasing contemporary Native American fashion and 
another documenting the various tribes and regions of 
Central America. 

By then it was noon, and the students made the 
quick walk over to Battery Park to grab a light lunch. 

It was quite the adventure for the many who had not 
eaten from a food truck before. From the park, the group 
boarded the Statue Cruises ferry that took them across the 
harbor to Liberty Island, where the Statue of Liberty has 
stood tall since 1886. 

"Going to take pictures in front of the Statue of 
Liberty was my favorite thing that we did on our own," 
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said senior Sophie Gurney. 

After spending about an hour on Liberty Island 
admiring the symbol of hope and freedom, the group 
hopped back on the ferry for the short trip over to Ellis 
Island. Between 1892 and 1954, Ellis Island was the first 
stop for over 12 million immigrants who emigrated from 
Europe to America in search of a better life. Some students 
may have been tracing their ancestors' steps as they 
explored the museum that once served as an inspection 
station. 

"I really liked going to Ellis Island. I just wish 
we had a little more time there to do more stuff," said 
sophomore Elyse Pellegrino. 

After arriving back on Manhattan, the students 
took a mile walk from Battery Park to the South Street 
Seaport, an area within view of the Brooklyn Bridge 
that once was a port for the Dutch West India Trading 
Company. The group visited shops and restaurants in the 
immediate area on their own as they relaxed after a full 
and busy day. 

"I enjoyed walking around Seaport and seeing the 
historic ships docked at the port," Gurney said. 

"My favorite thing was when we were allowed to 
go off on our own and find interesting shops and have fun 
with friends," Pellegrino added. 

The ride home to the Tri-Town took longer than 
the trip out, considering the evening rush hour. However, 
this didn't bother anyone since a peaceful quiet fell over

ORR Hall of Fame Athletes Inducted 

This year's inductees to the Old Rochester 
Regional Athletic Hall of Fame were officially honored on 
Saturday, June 24, during the induction ceremony at ORR 
High School. 

Susan Lake, Class of 1978: Recruited from the 
junior high school in 1973 as a seventh grader, Susan 
Lake was a three-season athlete. A solid starter on the 
softball diamond and a talented ball handler and shooter 
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Joshua Mechler, Class of 2000: A four-year 
starter in soccer, he was considered one of the premier 
players in all of Massachusetts. He was asked to play for 
the Division 1 post season all-star game his senior year. 
Josh was an SCC All-Star for four years, an Eastern Mass 
All-Star for two, leading scorer for three years, MVP for 
two years, and team captain for three years. Josh also 
played basketball for four years at ORR. 

Josh went on to play soccer at Merrimack 
College on a scholarship, graduating with a degree in 
Biochemistry. He is married with three daughters and 
coaches youth soccer still. 

Brian Tonelli, Class of 2003: Old Rochester's 
Brian Tonelli was a three-sport captain in Winter and 
Spring Track and Field and Football. A tenacious lineman, 
his Coach Craig Sherman called him the best lineman 
he had coached in his capacity as Head Coach for ORR 
Football. 

Brian started varsity football from 2000- 2003. 
Statewide, he was a member of The Boston Globe All 
Scholastic Football Team and was chosen to play in the 
"Spring All-State Shriner's Football Classic" football 
game in Worchester. 

In Track and Field, Brian excelled in the shot put. 
Brian also was a State Meet qualifier for the prestigious 
Glenn D. Loukes Memorial Games for high school track 
and field athletes from around the country held in White 
Plains, NY. 
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Brian went on to play football at Central 
Connecticut State University. Brian currently works in his 
own barbershop in Worcester, MA. 

Stephanie Reusch, Class of 2007: Stephanie 
excelled on the track like few before her. While the 
hurdles were her favorite, she could and did run anything 
from the 55 dash all the way up to the 1000-meter run. She 
owned nine ORR Girls Individual school records before 
she graduated. She still has some of the fastest times in 
state history in the 55-meter, 60-meter, and 300-meter 
hurdles. 

In 2007, she was undefeated in the 300-meter 
hurdles winning each meet including the SCC 
Championships, the Division 4 Championships, 
the All State Championship and the New England 
Championship. Her fastest time was 43.65 achieved at the 
New England Championship when she won by almost a 
full second. 

She was an SCC Champion at track all eight 
seasons and she was the Division 4 Indoor 55-meter 
hurdle champion in 2007 at 8.40 seconds. 

Paul Timkham, Class of 1981: Paul Tinkham, 
"Tink" (81'), was as fine a two-sport athlete that Old 
Rochester ever produced. Named to The Buddy Thomas 
20 for 50 roster in both football and baseball, Tink was 
a game changer whenever he was on the field. Known 
for toughness and as a "banger" on the gridiron, Paul 
excelled at running back on offense and linebacker on the 
defensive side of the ball. So respected, Paul was named 
captain in both 1980 and 1981. Offensively, he had a nose 
for the end zone, scoring in nine of his last 10 games 
in high school. He was also the SCC Division 3 scoring 
leader his senior year scoring 102 points that year. 

Paul's toughness carried over to the baseball 
diamond. And tough he was moving behind the plate, 
Tink's quickness allowed him to handle the duties for 
a tough and talented pitching staff. His rocket arm and 
quickness would often surprise opponents attempting 
to steal. Batting .339 his senior year, he drove in 13 runs 
and scored 23 times from his middle of the order slot. 

Paul was always an offensive threat. Baseball was always 
Paul's passion. He was honored to be named team captain 
his senior year and thankful for having been recognized 
as one of the areas best through multiple all-star teams. 

Paul was fortunate enough to be able to continue 
his baseball career. He played for the UCONN Huskies 
for four years and was picked to be on the "All New 
England" squad in 1983. He also was chosen to play in 
the prestigious summer Cape Cod Baseball League from 
1982-1984. 

Tiffany Jawor, Class of 1993: Tiffany Jawor is, 
unquestionably, one of the best athletes to come out of 
ORR's accomplished track and field program. She started 
early, as a coach for the Mattapoisett Track Club, from age 
13-18. She also competed in the Bay State Games every 
summer. She graduated in 1993, amassing local, state, and 
national accolades for her record-breaking discus and shot

put throws. In four years of winter and spring track, she 
went undefeated in conference meets in both events. She 
broke the South Coast Conference record in the shot put 
with a throw of 38'3" and the Class D Massachusetts state 
record in the discus with a throw of 122' 8". 

Tiffany anchored a state record breaking discus 
relay team her senior year. Her athletic prowess is perhaps 
best illustrated, though, by highlighting her success on the 
national stage. She is the only ORR athlete to be crowned 
champion at the Loucks Games. She won this national 
meet not just once, but three times consecutively (discus 
in 1991, 1992 and 1993), putting her in exceedingly rare 
company. She placed in the shot put all three years as 
well.

Tiffany's presence struck fear in opponents 
every time she attended a meet, truly one of the greatest 
track athletes Old Rochester has fielded! Tiffany's work 
ethic and competitive spirit have served her well in her 
career as a designer and as a marketing professional. She 
currently lives in Taunton with her husband, Todd. 

Patrick O' Connor, Class of 2004: Patrick 
O'Connor has to be considered one of the elite athletes 
ever to attend Old Rochester, earning a total of 11 varsity 
letters in football, winter track and baseball through his 
high school career. On the football field, he was the focal 
point of the offense for three years. He set (at the time) the 
single season rushing record with 1402 yards and broke 
the single season touchdown record with 20, leading the 
Bulldogs to an 11-0 record and a Super Bowl berth in 2003. 

As good as he was on the gridiron, Patrick really 
excelled on the diamond. He was a three-time all-star 
and a four-year starter. His sophomore year he hit an 
outstanding .373 with five home runs. That was just 
the start; he followed that up his junior year with a .400 
average and six home runs. He saved his best for his 
senior year when he hit .460 with seven home runs. He 
had a gaudy .794 slugging percentage and an on base 
percentage of .510. 

Patrick was a four-year baseball starter in college.

Series losing in the conference title game. He transferred 
to Bryant University for his junior year competing in 
Division 2. In his senior year, Bryant transitioned to 
Division 1. He currently is the Director of Business 
Development for LeaseQ out of Burlington, MA.

To the Editor: 

Re: Mattapoisett Room Renting 

I do not rent my house or any part of it, and I 
have no intention of doing so; I do not have a dog in 
this fight. However, I sympathize with Mr. Calano, who 
comes to Mattapoisett for peace and quiet, only to find 
a rolling summer-long frat house party across the Ship 
Street extension from him. I have less sympathy for Mr. 
Bobola and the ZB A, who together have issued and 
upheld a cease and desist order forbidding the rental of 
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a Mattapoisett house. I believe that, were they to check 
with town counsel, they would find that the order is not 
worth the paper that it is printed on. Bylaw 5.1.2 refers to 
the renting of rooms, not the renting of homes or houses. 
While I know nothing of the history behind this bylaw, 
it would seem, by its clear language and likely intent, 
fashioned to prevent anyone from running a rooming 
house in a single family residence zone. Rent an in-law 
apartment or a room or two, fine. Run a rooming house, 
no way. Since the bylaw does not mention the renting of 
a whole home, it is totally irrelevant to the case before the 
ZBA that led to the issuance of the cease and desist order. 

Think of the economic consequences to the town 
if the ZBA interpretation is found to be correct. The 
town has a substantial summer population. Few owners 
have two-month summer vacations, so many summer 
houses are rented out for a month or so. Rent helps cover 
real estate taxes and other expenses. If these properties 
cannot be rented, some will have to be sold, prices will 
be reduced, those summer house owners who do not 
sell will apply for abatements based upon now reduced 
comparable sales, and town real estate tax totals will 
take a noticeable hit. On top of all that, the town will 
need to hire an assistant to Mr. Bobola to write up all the 
necessary C&D orders, to rid the town of the scourge 
of rental housing. But look on the bright side - lots of 
work for lawyers in determining whether these orders 
constitute unconstitutional takings.

Wilson. Starring Woody Harrelson and Laura Dern. 
Directed by Craig Johnson. Running time: 94 minutes. 
MPA A rating: R. Now on home video. 

Twenty-five minutes into Wilson , the movie gets 
real. That's when Laura Dern shows up, as the ex-wife 
of the titular character (Woody Harrelson). As David 
Lynch has known for the past thirty years, having Laura 
Dern in a film is one hell of a feather in its cap. Here, 
what threatens to become a merdiste tragicomedy with an 
irredeemably obnoxious protagonist turns on a dime into 
something worthwhile. Dern's character Pippi once got 
pregnant by Wilson, but gave the baby up for adoption 
after she left Wilson. Seventeen years later, Pippi and 
Wilson are sitting across a table from their daughter Claire 
(Isabella Amara), a bullied and sardonic teen whose 
contempt for her vacuous rich adoptive parents is barely 
concealed. 

While Harrelson gives his all to Wilson's rocky 
emotional journey, it's Dern whose stare of ineffable 
anguish makes us feel what it might be like to meet one's 
almost-adult child. A simpler actress might play the joy or 
the heartbreak, but Dern gives us the whole cornucopia of 
confusing, conflicting feelings mostly without dialogue. 
Wilson was directed by Craig Johnson (The Skeleton Twins), 
but it's primarily a Daniel Clowes film; as with the earlier 
Ghost World and Art School Confidential, Clowes wrote 
the script based on his episodic graphic novel. In the 
novel, Pippi mainly has the same deadpan-antagonistic 
personality everyone else in the narrative does. To 
appreciate how a great actress can elevate a character, I 
can only recommend reading Wilson and then seeing the 
movie. 

I don't want to kick Wilson too hard, as it's the 
sort of small human-scaled drama (with comedic or 
absurdist elements) we never see in theaters anymore; 
it cost $5 million and grossed $653,951 in 311 theaters, 
which does not bode well for the future of films like 
Wilson. Still, the central narrative conceit of Wilson the 
graphic novel, which Clowes carries over into the film, 
was easier to swallow on the page. Clowes structured the 
novel as a series of bleak blackout skits, one per page; 
sometimes years passed between anecdotes, so that at 
the end of one page Wilson is looking out the window at 
the lights of a police car, and at the beginning of the next 
page he's doing time for the kidnapping of his daughter. 



A movie structured like this could work, has worked, but 
Wilson doesn't. For instance, when Wilson returns to his 
dead father's storage unit after three years in prison, and 
finds all the stuff still there, we're wondering who was 
paying the unit's rent all that time, and if nobody was, 
isn't there a whole show about people who bid on the 
mostly unseen contents of abandoned storage units? In 
California, where Wilson is set, this happens by law after 
only three months of nonpayment. 

But then we wouldn't be musing about such 
things at a more involving movie. Wilson is well-acted 
from top to bottom; aside from Dern and Harrelson, Judy 
Greer is typically fine as Wilson's dog-sitter who becomes 
something more, Margo Martindale has a sourly funny 
date with Wilson, and Mary Lynn Rajskub has a scene 
of startling anger at Wilson that's like a thunderstorm 
clearing out a foggy, humid night. Generally, Wilson 
belongs to the women, even though we can't quite work 
out why women who look like Judy Greer and Laura 
Dern would sleep with a balding, scruffy misanthrope like 
Wilson. (Again, in the novel these women aren't drawn 
flatteringly at all. Neither is Wilson, and Harrelson is an 
almost exact match for some of Clowes' renderings of 
Wilson.) 

Why does Wilson catch a beating from a couple 
of fellow inmates for being his usual cluelessly opining 
self, and then a couple of scenes later, people from various 
different prison cliques (blacks, neo-Nazis) all seem to like 
him? Why does the movie seem to take place in a weird 
universe that jumbles together technology from past 
and present, so that people pull up Yelp and Google on 
their phones but a private investigator uses a computer 
with a floppy drive, and Wilson takes a picture with an 
Instamatic with a flash cube? These things stick out but 
seem to call attention to themselves gratuitously, much 
like Wilson's haphazardly stacked paperbacks; he fancies 
himself an intellectual but we glimpse potboilers by Leon 
Uris and Janet Dailey. Is Clowes even condescending to 
Wilson's reading habits? Who knows? But again, I do 
endorse Wilson for Laura Dern and the other women 
thrusting their fists against the posts of Wilson's — and 
Clowes' — cynicism.
